Mr. Oldcaftle has read over Rapin'’s Abridgment 
for a very five purpofe truly, which is, to colled 
Scraps to throw at the Head of the Government, 
and the Heads of the Miniftry : Scraps they ase 
indeed, without any Order or Method ; withour 
any Coherence or Connexion, or any other De- 
fign than to convey Sounds qwithout Senfe aga'nft 
the prefent Adminiftration. He does, what Job 
faid of his Friends, darken Courfel by Words with- 
out Knowledge. He begins his left Paper with 

en Elizabeth; but having forgot himfelf, 
prefently goes back to Queen Mary, for the Sake 
of philip, a foreign Prince, he fays, but not a beg- 
garly one ; for if be brib'd the Nation, it was with 
bis own Money, not theirs; and be bribed “em to 
facrifice a mational to a foreign Interef. (De- 
cently faid! ‘This will be remember d, when 
Mr. Oldcaftle would have it forgot.) Then he 
rambles turther back to Harry the Eighth ; comes 
to Queen Elizabeth again ; takes a Leap from the 
Beginning to the End of her Reign, which is a 
Leap of five and forty Years, at once: brings in 
Harry the Fourtli of France ; then goes back to 
Harry the Second ; on again to Framis the Firft 
end Francis the Second ; comes again to Queen 
Elizabeth; wheels round to Harry the Third of 
France ; and judiciou/ly concludes with Queen Eli 
zabeth's Wifdom and Addrefs in the Mansgement of 
Foreign Affairs. 

Such is the Confufion of Mr. Oldcaftle’s Minutes, 
that if we threw a Heap of Paragraphs or Senten- 
ces our of a Bag, they would fall into as good 
Order, and give as clear and full an Idea of Queen 
Flizabeth’s Reign. His bringing in the feveral 
Kingdoms and States of Ewrope, and fhewing how 
the ated with relation to them, fignifies little 
more to us at prefenr, than the Hiftory of the 
Likiputians and Brobdignagnians ; for the Circum 
frances of France, Spain, the Emperor, and the Ne- 
therlands, and the mutual Relations they ftand in 
toeach other, and tous, are fo very different from 
whar they were in her Days, that there can be no 
Argument brought from what fe did, to what qe 
ought to do. 

This Queen was, "tis truc, a qwife and glorious 
Princefs;; the had at Meart the Good of ber People, 
ani the Honour and Dignity of the Nation: and 
yet, the Government of this Kingdom, fince the 
Revolution, and under the prefent Royal Family, 
excels hers, almoft as much as a Government by 
Laws does a Gavernment by Arbitrary Power. We 
have no dreedful S:atreChamber and High-Com- 
miffion Courts; no terrible Afts of Peaver and 
cruel Exertions of Prerogative : No hanging Men 
for Opinions and Speculations : No brow-beating, 
imp:ifoning, and pun fhing Members of Paslia- 
ment for Freedom of Speech. But the Laws, and 
the Laas alone, are the ftanding Meafuse of the 
Prince’s Government, and the People’s Obedience. 
The People feel no Power, bur what is, properiy 
Speaking, tke Power of the People ; nor evet fuffer 
Evil, till they have done Evil: for we !ve in 
thofe happy Times, when Prerogative, as diftin 
from Law, is no more ; and when the Power of 
*.* Crown is only the Power of protefing the Sub- 
Je, So chat our Confitution, and the Exercife of 
Power at Home, is vafily better than what they 
Were in 7 Elizabeth's Reign; and eur Foreign 
Affairs, if view’d with an impartial Eye from 
the Beginnning to the End, will appear to be 
tranfaSed with as much Wifdom, and to be as 
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ftrongly tending tothe Good of the Kingdom, 
as hers. 

To thew this, we will at prefent content our- 
felves with quoting Mr. Oldcapile’s own Words : 
Thofe very Words in which he defcribes theii/dom

** fed othe:s. And thus the Alinifiry went wifey 
“* and fteadily on to their own great lurpofes of 
** prefervirg the Peece of Furope, and the Trade 
‘* and Profperity of the Kingdom, not diverted by 
“ che fcandalous and intamous Ufsge of theie 
* Enemies. 

Non ponebant enim Rumores ante falutem. 

And thus have they through mony Difiiculeies 
fleer'd the Helm rill they have broughe as within 
View of rhe Por ,and conduéted us wi hin the Resch 
of the Haven of Ref? and Peace ; and thisis the fole 
Reafon why tne Rage of their Advesfaies is re- 
doubled ; they know the Time is at hand, when 
ali Things will be clofed in a general Peace, and @ 
Period put to all their Sretences for Clamour- 
ing. 

Having thus defcribed the Adions of the Minifiry 
in the Words of Mr. Oldcafile, defigued os a Pae 
negyrick on Queen Elizabeth's Miniltry ; we ape 
peal toevery Man who underftands the Hiftory 
of her Reign, and who has taken a ju/l Piew of 
our Affairs for forme Years patt, whether this Ac- 
count is not full as applicable tothe Condud of the 
prefent © inifiry, as to the Condu& ef the Mini- 
tters of that glorious Queen: But Mr. Oldcafile is 
fallen in’o the Tafte of other ancient Gentlemen 
who build up former Times upon the Ruins of the 
prefent; ond, like Cnildren, live by Hopes and 
Fears, but never truly enjoy. 

This Fxtra& which he has made fiom Rapin 
of the good Part ot Queen Elizabeth's Reign, is 
net the only Part which tallies to the good 
rhings of chis Reign. Carmbden fays, fe feem'd 
more d'fp-fed to Peace, than to engage in a War, 
tho’ mever fo juft; « having been an ufual 

laxim with her, That there was more Honour 
in fettling a prudential and advartageous Peace, than 
to determine Matters by tle long-/? Sword, and 
the moft powerful Armies. And my worthy 
Predeceffor Old Francis Osborne, in his Memoirs of 
Queen Elizabeth, ‘eys, This Princefs never ufed to 
precipitate @ Retoliation, in reference to Foveign In- 
juries ; by which ber Enemies had Leifure piven them 
to confider of a Reparation, mo lefs than berfelf to 
revenge in Cafe of Contumacy 

Again, {peeking of ber Servants, he fays, No 
Prince in the World took an exa&ter Eftimate of 
ber Subjielts Abilities to ferve her, ot made deeper 
Infpeétion into their Aptitude, Nature and Hu- 
mous, to which, with a rare Dexterisity, the 
fiited ber Favours and their Employments. 

Hear the Hiftorian once more: She was never 
terrified by Fear to beftow Cffice or Honor upon 
any Perfon, from no other Reafon, than :o draw 
them from the contrary Party, faying, That fe 
avould not ranfom berfelf from Enemies, at the Price 
of their Preferments who lov'd ber : cont-ary to a 
falfe Maxim, fince pra€tited with bad Succefs, by 
fuch Princes who thought it better to buy off Exe- 
mies. than reward Friends ; which once obierved 
ir tempted the Ambitious to lay out their ftrongeft 
Endeavours againft their Prince, only is Hope to 
be bought off.
